Diplomatic sources here indicated 
that Israel prefers options one or 
two. Egypt has often rejected the 
idea of non-belligerency with Israel 
pending fuli Israeli withdrawal from 
all of the occupied territories. 

The announcement of Allon’s visit 
surprised most observers here. It 
was known that Israel was anxious 
to dispatch a senior Israeli official 
to Washington, but American off- 
cials had insisted that there was 
no point in resumming ‘negotiations,

Amnesty claims: both Israel .

LONDON (JTA). — An Amnesty 
International commission of inquiry 
into allegations of ill-treatment and 
torture made by Israeli and Syrian 
prisoners of war captured during 
the October War has concluded that 
“both countries were guilty of cer- 
tain abuses".
